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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Olah (6,1 14,843) in view of Nguyen (USPN 6,014,042). Olah discloses in Fig. 3, a circuit 
comprising: "a power supply step down circuit (330)" having "a reference voltage generating 
circuit" (33 1, 332 and 333)"; and "a MOS circuit group (the CPLD, such as discussed in the 
Abstract). However, the reference to Olah does not expressly disclose that capacitor 333 is a 
"dummy MOS transistor of which a source and of which a drain are connected to each other". 
However, as is notoriously well known, the reference to Nguyen discloses (in lines 32-34 of Col. 
2) that capacitors in a CMOS circuit "are typically made of MOS structure". Such an 
arrangement eliminates the necessity of adding manufacturing steps. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious for one skilled in the art to use a capacitor-connection MOS transistor for capacitor 
333 for the expected advantage of minimizing manufacturing steps. 

Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the above rejection and has not 
found them to be persuasive. However, since in the above modification the generic capacitor has 
been modified to a capacitor-connected MOS, such will exhibit similar leakage characteristics as 
the MOS elements in the "MOS circuit group", particularly since they will be manufactured on 
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the same circuit. Thus, it can be reasonable concluded such will estimate the leakage 
characteristics thereof. When the leakage current increases, this change will be reflected as a 
voltage change back to the non-inverting input causing the output voltage to lower. With respect 
to the arguments concerning the motivation to combine, Applicant's conclusions are not 
understood. As seen, the reference Nguyen discloses a method for manufacturing capacitor in 
any integrated circuit environment. Clearly, the disclosed circuit to Olah is an integrated circuit 
which would benefit from such a modification. 

Claims 17, 18, 22 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
